THE ORIGINAL LEGACY HIGHWAY

I was thumbing through a history of Weber county when a map 
caught my eye. (I love old maps.) There was a dark black 
line running north and south very close to where my house 
is. The top of the map said it was a highway authorized by 
the Territorial Legislature in 1851. I had to check it 
out. Here's what I learned. 


In late summer of 1848, Captain Samual J. Hensley and a 
party of men on horseback came through Salt Lake City on 
their way to California. They were following the Hastings 
Cutoff, but soon had the same problem as the Donner Party a 
few years before. They were mired in mud. They wisely 
turned back to Salt Lake City, and then headed north to join 
the main California trail at Fort Hall in Idaho. Turns out 
they did not go as far north as Fort Hall, but turned west 
near Tremonton, and joined the California trail near the 
Utah-Nevada border. 


On their way down the Humboldt River, the Hensley party met 
a group of men from the Mormon Battalion who were going up 
the Humboldt to rejoin their brethren in Salt Lake City. 
Hensley told them of the way he had just come. By 
following Hensiey's route they shortened their journey by 
about a week. The resulting trail became the "Salt Lake 


Cutoff." 


In the following years, from 1849 to the comming of the 
railroad, over ten thousand people and over a million 
animals used the Salt Lake Cutoff on their way to 
California. 


Close examination of the map showed the trail going directly 
over my house. Frankly, the thought of a million mules, 
horses and oxen tromping through my kitchen and out my front 
door was "disturbing." 


I read an article about this Salt Lake Cutoff in the Utah 
Historical Quarterly, and I went to the Weber Co. Soil 
Conservation Office to examine their aerial photos, hoping 
to see a trace of the road. Those photos are fantastic. 
They show various shades for different crops growing in the 
fields, roads, trails, canals, dams and old oxbow lakes 
along the river. 
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It was obvious that my original map was 
not very accurate because it showed the 
trail crossing a large wetland near the 
Weber River, but looking a couple miles 
further east, sure enough, running 
diagonally between Hooper and West Weber 
there is a shadow of a trail across 
plowed fieids and pastures. The shadow 
fades out between West Weber and the 
Weber River crossing, but I believe this 
portion has been covered over by an 
irrigation ditch. 


The map on this page is from the Utah 
Historical Quarterly, third quarter 
1965. 


The trail. avoided Ogden altogether 
because the sandy hills between 
Farmington and Ogden were hard to 

travel on. If you've ever tried to 
walk in loose, dry sand, you will agree. 


The governor now wants to build a new 
Legacy Highway pretty much along the 


‘Same route as the original Sait Lake 


Cutoff. Once more my house is in peril 
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I know you are thinking about it. Right now before you put it off any more, grab a piece 
of paper and write down your story for the newsletter. It doesn't have to be a .
